A striker who 
turns incendiary and burns down the 
industrial plant of his employer shored 
not only be denied work in its up¬ 
building, but be required to answer for 
his acts. The miners who prevent 
others from operating pumps to save 
the mines from flooding should be 
considered in the same class as the in¬ 
cendiary. Why is it that so many 
men with a temporary grievance 
against an employer think it a brave 
thing to destroy the plant upon which 
they are really more dependent than 
the owner himself? They liken them¬ 
selves to Samson, who pulled down the 
temple of the Philistines. In one re¬ 
spect they are very much like Samson. 
They are blind, But that is all.—Los 
Angeles Times.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST WEEDS 


During the coming season there is 
to be a campaign against noxious 
weeds and a drastic enforcement of 
the provisions of the “Noxious Weeds 
Act.” In view of this fact it is up to 
every farmer to see that his fields are 
clear of weeds, not only to avoid 
trouble, but as a direct benefit to him¬ 
self and also to his neighbors. With 
this end in view the councils of the 
municipalities of the province are rec¬ 
ommending cultivation prior to seed¬ 
ing in order to destroy all weeds that 
may have commenced germination. If 
this is put into practice it handicaps 
the weeds from the start and saygs a 
lot of time, labor and trouble later on 
in the season.

June SOth, ISIS, the end of the first 
year for which a System Report was 
prepared, and which was prior to the 
opening of the transcontinental main 
line, more than 2,600 miles of line have, 
been absorbed into the System, this 
new mileage including the Pacific

per cent, and yet the density of

traffic, measured by the number of 
passengers carried one mile per mile 
of line has increased from 28,486 to 
40,139, an increase of 40.91 per cent. 
This volume of traffic If handled at 
pre-war train mile cost and at pre-war 
freight and passenger rates would 
have given the System substantial net 
earnings from these sources alone, 
and with Express, Mail and Miscellan¬ 
eous earnings, the amount would have 
covered practically all the System’s 
Fixed Charges.

113,624 tons originated on the Can¬ 
adian Northern’s 9,528 miles against 
the G.P.U.'s 2,652,470 tons originated 
on 13,388 miles, when the grain traf¬ 
fic received by each of these lines 
from connecting railways is added the

Quite natur¬ 
ally it is the high-class freight that is 
expected to support items 5, 6, and 7 
on a i ail way of transcontinental pro¬ 
portions, The low-class freight while 
covering itemil may not jeover more 
l ban a part of items 2, 8, and 4 un¬ 
it .-s handled in great volume. It is 
obvious tlfbt the Canadian National 
Railways in the initial years of its de¬ 
velopment will not obtain much traffic 
t hat wilLcontribute to items 5, 6, and 
7. and it may not handle enough to 
have the first four items fully cover¬ 
ed. As a matter of fact in 1920 the 
traffic returns of the Canadian Nation¬ 
al Railways were sufficient to pay all 
of the items 1, 2 and 3 and nearly 1-4 
of item 4.

Western Canada to-day from a trans¬ 
portation .monopoly such as existed 
prior to 1896. 

Projected as a privtely-owned line 
the Canadian Northern looked forward 
to reaching a position of financial se¬ 
curity when it should obtain traffic of' 
a comparable density to that of the 
C.P.R. Density of traffic as a tech¬ 
nical railway phrase is a measure of 
trainee-volume and is obtained by first 
obtaining the total number of tons 
moved one mile in a year and dividing 
this by the miles of road operated, 
giving a result which is the number 
of ton miles moved per mile per an¬ 
num, and this is technically referred to 
as freight traffic density. In 1902 the 
C.P.R. by the movement of 411,608 ton 
miles per mile of line and 69,133 pas¬ 
senger miles per mile of line were able 
to operate at a ratio of 63.97 per cent, 
and mt>ved its freight traffice in aver¬ 
age train loads of 234 tons. 

The Canadian Northern System 
reached this freight density in 1920 
and handled its freight traffic in <663 
ten train loads. Changed conditions— 
higher wages to employees and higher 
cost of material—however, now re¬ 
quire •'much greater density of traffic 
to enable -a railway to operate even 
at 100 .per cent., which means jlst 
meeting its operating expenses. The 
C.P.R.’s freight density between 1902 
and 1919 .showed ah exceptionally 
heavy growth and this has given that 
system an opportunity to increase its 
average train load greatly, which has 
had much to do with that system’s fa¬ 
vorable showing. In 1919 the C.P.R. 
with a density of 840,928 ton miles 
per mile of line had an advantage 
ever the Canadian Northern in freight 
traffic of nearly 80 per cent, and in 
some previous years this advantage 
has been even greater. The Canadian 
Northern’s development has been good 
as is shown by the following table:"

| volume but that it also includes a 
greater proportion of high-class 
freights that contribute to items 5, 6, 
and 7—Interest, Dividends and Sur¬ 
plus. In other words, if the C.P.R. 
had the same tonnage as it now- en¬ 
joys, but made up of the same propor¬ 
tion of low-class commodities the Can¬ 
adian Nutional System is restricted to, 
its earnings would be much less. As 
the country which the National lines 
serves develops this diffierence in make 
up of traffic will cease to be so pro¬ 
nounced imd new industries will in 
many cases locate on the younger sys¬ 
tem’s lines. Not only does the ton¬ 
nage of manufactured goods and mer¬ 
chandise pay a higher rate but it pro¬ 
vides tonnage which generally moves 
in the opposite direction to the move¬ 
ment of natural products with a cor¬ 
responding advantage from an oper¬ 
ating point of view. 

Of course it is quite possible for a 
railway to take a portion of its rev- 
‘ enue and apply it to items 5, 6 and 7, 
j which should really be devoted to 
items 3 and 4, but such a policy can¬ 
not be maintained for any duration. 
As far as the Canadian National is 
concerned no attempt should be made 
at the present time to greatly re¬ 
duce expenditure on items 3 and 4 as 
the expenditures for Maintenance of 
Way and Maintenance of Equipment 
were of necessity lower during the war 
and in 1919, than good management, 
not forced by circumstances, would 
have dictated. Thi6 was a condition 
common to all railways, being beyond 
control. 

Ever since the outbreak of the war, 
operating conditions have been so up¬ 
set that only railways in the strong¬ 
est possible position have been able 
to get along without leaning on a 
government. Pri€r to 1914 the Can¬ 
adian Northern' had met its fixed 
charges year by year for 17 years. 
The greatest benefit in the way of 
freight rates the farmers of Western 
Canada obtained was the reduction 
consequent on the opening of the Can¬ 
adian Northern’s lines from Winnipeg 
to Port Arthur. Other substantial 
benefits accrued on the opening of the 
Canadian Northern’s line to Edmon¬ 
ton. It gave the Western country
